In the House
of Commons this afternoon Mr.
Trevilliar, Chief Secretary for Ires
land, in replying to a question by
Mr." Sexton, said there was no wide
distress nor imminent danger of a
famine in western Ireland.

Two other persons sus-
pected of being concerned in the
explosion in the cafe there a week
ago have been arrested.

The Liberal papers protest against
the action of the authorities in
specially detailing gendarmes to pro
tect the Archbishop.

A correspondent has visited the
silk weavers of Croix Rouge. He
states that although the men hold
advanced political views, they have
too much good sense to think that
their condition can be bettered by
violence.

Lyons, October 31. Seven an-

archists were arrested here yester
day on the charge of manufacturing
dynamite.

London, October 31. A dispatch
to the Globe from Dublin says: It
is understood that in return for the
support of the Parnellite party, on
the cloture question, Mr. Gladstone
has undertaken to introduce a fresh
scheme of Irish legislation at the
next session of Parliament, embracing
the further development of the land
act, in the direction of the peasant
proprietary extension of the fran-
chise, and a scheme for local govern-
ment.

London, Oct. 31. In the debate
on the cloture rules, Mr. Gibson,
Conservative, moved the crucide
amendment in favor of a two-thir- ds

majority.' He declared that it was
impossible to indicate the sense of
the house by a bare majority. He
pointed out that Mr. Gladstone had
offered to make this concession be-

fore the course of business was inter
rupted last session by the Phoenix
park murders. Was, he asked, the
ireedom of the house to be killed by
a great crime which gave Mr. Glad-
stone an excuse for withdrawing the
concession.

Mr. Gladstone stated that the
government had proposed the clo-

ture solely because the. business of
the House could not proceed with-
out it. He said he was justified in
withdrawing the concession offered
last session, as the opposition has
shown no sign of accepting it. He
had formerly offered to accept a two-thir- ds

majority, but believing that
experience had shown such a majors
lty to be impracticable, the govern-
ment would rather abandon then-pla-n

than to place the speaker in a
position which would lay him open
to the charge of partisanship. Thj
government did not think it right to
say that if the bill was rejected
they would resign. The House
must be the judge in regard to the
transaction of its own business. But
a two-third-s majority would be a
deterioration rather than an im-
provement. , In an eloquent perora-
tion in favor of the freedom of
speech and the maintenance of the
dignity and efficiency of the House
Mr. Gladstone asked it to adhere to
what sense and principle alike pre-claim- ed,

that the will of the majority
bhuuld prevail.

Rome, Oct. 31. The election of
Signor Coccahielier, an ardent liadi
cai, to a seat in the Chamber of
Deputies in the election last Sunday,
is the general topic of conversation.
Four months ago Signor Coccahi-
elier was not known publicly. He
was recently imprisoned for wound-
ing Angelo Togenette. A portion of
the press express disgust at his elec
tion, and consider it a disgrace to
parliamentary iustituiions. Signor
Coccahielier attacked the Democratic
Republican, and was subsequently
prosecuted for libel. His fame was
increased by an alleged attempt to
kill him, and by the government im-pdso-

him for a long time with
out allowing him a trial.

London, October 31. A dispatch
to the Daily News from Rome says :

The election of Signor Corcappelle
has created great sensation. He was
1 tely engaged as a circus rider. He
was released from prison on Mon-
day, when he received an ovation
from the crowd of people. Although
the government appears to have a

Cairo, October 31. Sir Edward
Malet, British consul-genera- l, has
communicated to the Khedive, a
telegram from Lord Granville, Brit
ish foreign secretary, stating that
as the settlement of affairs in
Egypt involves most complicated
questions, it would be unfair to Sir
Edward Malet to leave him the en
tire responsibility, and that, there
i ore, Lord Doffeiin would be sent
to Egypt.

WASHINGTON.

WA8HiNOTON,Oct. 31. The collect
or of customs at Corpus Christi,
Texas, has been directed to use all
efforts to pass mails at Peru, a rail-
road station between Corpus Christi
and Laredo. It has been detained
there by action of the county author-
ities of Texas. Under the laws of
that State the county judge may or-
ganize a quarantine. This was done
early in the season, and, in conse-
quence, whenever the treasury de-- .

partment removed the cordon, the
County authorities renewed it.

The local papersjhere will publish to-

morrow morning an interview with
Robert G. Ingersoll in reply to the
statements made in the report of
Governor Wells to the Department
of Justice, upon, the alleged at-

tempts to bribe the Star Route
jurors.

The trial of A. C. Soteldo, indicted
for the murder of his brother, A. M
Soteldo, at the Republican offico, on
the 9th of February last, was con
tinued in the Criminal Court this
morning, before Justice Wylie. The
requisite six men to complete the jury
were secured without much trouble.
Eleven of the jury are white and one
colored, the latter being a local
Methodist minister. Assistant Dis
trict Attorney H. T. Toggart opened
for the Government. The defense
reserved their opening. After ex-

amining a number of witnesses,
the court adjourned.

Yellow Fever.
Pensacola, Fla., October 31.

Fifteen new cases of yellow fever
and four deaths are reported tonday.
Two of the deaths were outside of
the city, twin children of Mr. Nix,
on the Perdido. Mr. Nix had al
ready loBt two children . by the
fever. The weather has been
showery, but is still very warm.

Captain Billson, of the British
bark Rhoda, which capsized in
the harbor on September 10 th, and
two citizens of Pensacola, left here
this morning to go by a special car,
completely isolated from other pas-
sengers, to Louisville, Ky., beyond
the bounds of Southern quarantine.
This privilege of exodus costs the
party $100 in addition to the usual
fare for passage.

The bark Torraine, Captain Ben-
nett, from Capetown ; the bark
Emma, Captain Alsen, from Hull ;

the bark Ellen, Captain Albino, from
Hull, and the bark Aurora, Captain
Lafayette, from HavaLa, all arrived
at the quarantine station to day.

Brownsville, Texas, October 31.
Jos. Hopkins, jr., only son of Post-
master Hopkins, died to-d- ay of con
sumption. His funeral was the first
attended by Americans since the
beginning of the epidemic.

Dr. Morrow has just returned to
the city from a thorough inspection
of the cordon. He reports good
health all along the line. The weath
er is warm.

Star Route Bribery Cases.
Washington, D. C , October 31.

The first of the Star Route jury
bribery cases, that against Arthur
Payne, colored, came up in the Police
Court at noon to-da- The defend-
ant pleaded not guilty, and the case
went to trial.

Juror Wm. K. Brown was the first
witness and was examined at length
with regard to Payne's "alleged at-
tempt to bribe him. He admitted
that on October 12th he made aff-
idavit relating thereto, which is
known as the Ingersoll affidavit, but
denied that Falls' name was men-

tioned in it. When the document
was exhibited to him, containing
Falls' name in interlineation, he said
he thought it had been inserted after
he swore to the affidavit, which was
in Colonel Ingersoll's handwriting.
Some other parts of the affidavit
were, he admitted, untrue.
HJAt the request of the defence,
further examination of Brown was
continued until in order
to allow them to obtain, by subpoena
upon the attorney-genera- l, the am
davits collected by Special Counsel
Wells.
